Extraordinary as it may seem, this 
advertisement exactly sets forth the 
desire of the President and the quali- 
fications he demands before he AIIb 
the Counselorshlp of the Department 
of State, a place which was filled with 
distinction by John Dassett Moore and 
which was made vacant by the pro- 
motion of Mr. Lansing to the Secre- 
tryship of State. The great necessity 
of the administration, as the Presi- 
dent sees It, is to strengthen itself 
with Congress and to replace the po- 
litical Influence lost when Mr. Uryan 
retired from the cabinet. For that 
reason, Mr. Wilson is hunting bucIi a 
man as is described above and because 
thuB far ha has been unable to find 
him the counselorshlp has remained 
vacant. The President regards him-

Washington.— Those who imagined 
that William J. Bryan and Josephus 
Daniels enjoyed a monopoly among 
cabinet members of making them- 
selves rldiculouB wholly overlooked 
the extraordinary ability in that di- 
rection of William Cox Redfield, Sec- 
retary of Commerce, the great apostle 
of business efficiency. Ever since he 
attained to the dignity of a cablet 
office Mr. Redfleld has been charging 
American manufacturers and business 
men with inefficiency, has buen assur- 
ing them that times were prosperous 
and that their failure to realize the 
fact was due solely to their own stu- 
pldjty and their inability efficiently to 
manage their business. But when the 
terrible "Eastland" disaster, which 
cost nearly 1,000 lives, brought 
charges of criminal Inefficiency in the 
Steamboat Inspoct.on Service, for 
which Mr. Redfield is responsible, he 
began to complain and lament and 
to cry that he was being unfairly 
treated. Then to demonstrate his abll 
ity and hi* grasp of the subject, when 
marine architects declared that it had 
been long known that the ill-fated 
"Eastland" waB Improperly construct- 
ed and lacked stability, Mr. Redfield 
made the sage announcement that it 
was no more the business of the fed- 
eral inspectors to determine the sta- 
bility of paBaenger vessels than it was 
the business of city authorities to de- 
termine the stability of buildings. 
Some one must have told him, how- 
ever, that city authorities do examine 
and supervise the stability of buildings 
for now Mr. Redfield has instructed 
that the federal inspectors investi- 
gate the stability of all passenger- 
carrying ships. But ho Is Btlll pro- 
testing that it Is unfair to criticize 
him or to Intimate that thero is any 
lack of efficiency in his department. 



NOAH CAC8EO MAN'S FALL 
CIENT TABLET SHOWS. 



AN. 



Larly Account of First Sin Announced 
By liilverslty. 



Philadelphia, Pa.— It was not Adam 
and Eve who brought about the fall 
of man, but Noah, according to a 
translation of a tablet now in the 
I'nlverslty of Pennsylvania Museum. 
An announcement to thlB effect was 
trade today by a representative of the 
museum. According to the Sumerlan 
theology foud on the tablet, which is 
said to have been written beforo the 
days of Abraham and translated by 
Dr. Steven Langdon, professor Asyri- 
ology in Oxford University, England. 
Noah waB ordered not to eat of the 
cassia tree in the Oarden of Paradise, 
and when he disobeyed the curse fell 
upon him. 

The curse was that he should have 
ill health and an early death instead 
of living to be 50,000 years old, like 
his ancestors. 

According to the announcement 
made today, Dr. Langdon bestowed 
much labor on the Bubject of the fall 
of man, not only in translating the 
tablet, but in comparing It with every 
known tablet or historical account of 
any kind, as well as with the account 
given in the Book or Genesis. 

Dr. Langdon, according to the an- 
nouncement, sayB that this tablet is 
at least 1,000 years older than the 
Genesis account, and, so far as known, 
the oldest record of the Bort In 
existence. The tablet was written 
more than 4,000 years ago, possibly 
5.000 years, and evidently records a 
tradition which goes back to the early 
history of man. The Babylonian and 
Sumerian accounts place the flood at 
something like 35,000 B. C, and the 
lapse of time between the creation and 
the flood Is filled by ten kings, who 
reigned altogether 432,000 years, an 
average of 43,200 years each. The rea- 
son that later kings reigned compar- 
atively short periods is that Noah sin- 
ned in eating of the cassia tree. 



ENGLAND REBUFFS NILSON. 



Washington. — England in her three 
replies to President Wilson's protests 
against interference with American 
trade gently but firmly rebuffs the 
President and asserts her determina- 
tion to continue the course which this 
government has complained of. Sir 
Edward Orey makes an able and law- 
yer-like argument, quoting various do- 
I It-ions of the Supreme Court in Bup- 
port of his contention that the Order 
In Council does not violate the Bplrit 
and principles of International law, 
and intimating that if the differences 
ol opinion between the two govern- 
ments do not yield to ordinary diplo- 
matic argument they are at least Jus- 
tifiable before a court of arbitration. 
Both the matter and tone of the Brit- 
ish reply are exceedingly embarrass- 
ing to the President, because they af- 
ford little ground for the sharp and 
drastic note which it was his purpose 
4o send to England as an offse to his 
last communication to Germany. Mean- 
while Germany, unable to believe that 
an administration which will permit 
Ita men to be murdered, its women to 
be outraged and their property to be 
looted or destroyed in Mexico for two 
years without reprisals would go to 
war over the rights of Its citizens to 
traverse the war zone even In the 
munition-loaded ships of nations with 
which she. la at war, declines to an- 
swer President Wilson's last communi- 
cation until she learns the character 
of the note to England. If the next 
note to England Is not sharp and em- 
phatic Germany probably will simply 
Ignore Mr. Wilson's last communica- 
tion and tho I'nttod States will be left 
In the unenviable position of having 
been flaunted by both parties to the 
European conflict, as this country has 
bean persistently flaunted by Mexico. 



BAYS IIOOI'SNAKLS A HE FAKES. 

There giay be or there may not be 
any such thing as a hoopsnake; but 
Dr. A. Surface, of llarrisburg. Pa. 
who is tho State Zoologist, has a one 
hundred dollar bill which says that 
no tail-biting, hill-rolling varmint ever 
lived, and he has offered the afore- 
said bill to any one who will bring 
In fore him anything which even 
lalntly resembles the alleged skid- 
ding reptile. 

According to tho accumulated reel 
tations of that type of person who is 
almost continuully pursued by snakes, 
u hoopsnake has a button on his tail, 
which in moments of alarm he puts in 
his mouth and goes rolling about at a 
speed of from twenty to thirty miles 
an hour. Good roads mean nothing In 
the young life of a strong-Jawed and 
determined hoopsnake. For years it 
has been noted that a hoopsnake, no 
matter what he may do In the early 
moments of the flight along the high- 
way, in all instances makes off at top 
speed at the finish, leaving no card, 
address or telephono number. 

That fact is but one of several 
which have impressed Dr. Surface 
with the belief that a hoopsnake is a 
mental ailment and that he exists only 
In the minds of persons who tell a 
story well. He admits that if any one 
e\er had been bttton, pinched or even 
kicked by one of those hoopsnakes he 
would have some faith in the re 
citals. but inasmuch as they always 
go rolling off stage he has decided 
that he can risk $100 in an effort to 
locate and Inspect one. 

Those who have been booming the 
hoopsnakes for years have always be- 
lieved that the reptile has a Bplke in 
hiB head, which la buried in a tree 
when the snake, driving recklessly, 
loaves the state road on his way down 
hill. Nowadays no end of persons are 
snooping around tree trunks in the 
vicinity of this town looking for reck- 
less hooperB.

MEXICAN FLAN IS HEADY FOR 
PRESENTATION. 

Washington, August 9.— rowers of 
North and South America, already 
have agreed upon a definite plan for 
dealing with the Mexican problem, 
and when the l'an-Americ&n confer- 
ence is resumed In New York Wed- 
nesday, the program will be formally 
ratified. ThiB information came to- 
day for Secretary Lansing, who, 
though he would not go Into detallu, 
said he was decidedly encouraged 
over the prospect. 

The confidence expressed by offi- 
cials generally here that the conferees 
representing the United StateB, Bra- 
il. Argentina, Chile, Bolivia, Guate- 
mala and Uruguay will be able to 
shape a course likely to bring peace 
and restore constitutional government 
in Mexico, is due to the fact that all 
are agreed that most of the people 
of the revolution torn republic are 
thoroughly sick of war and with en- 
couragement from friendly powers, 
will promptly join in a movement to 
clean house. A large ssctlon of the 
country and a vast majority of the 
people have not been Involved in the 
fighting which followed the over- 
throw of Huerta. Moreover, it had 
been reported to President Wilson and 
Secretary Lansing that only the fear 
of reprisals by the military chieftains 
has kept the people in subjection 
while the country has been Impover- 
ished by the battles of relatively 
small forces of armed men. 

Beaching their conclusion on these 
reports the Pan-American conferees 
are understood to have determined to 
present the situation to all of the 
various elements in Mexico, address- 
ing directly not only Generals Car- 
ranza. Villa and Zapata, but the gov- 
ernors of states, all military leaders 
with any considerable followingB and 
other influential men urging them to 
come together for a conference at 
which a substantial provisional gov- 
ernment might be framed . 

A government so set up would 
have the support of the United StateB 
and other American republics. Offi- 
cials here believe it would be able 
to suppress promptly any dissatisfied 
groups which might attempt to con- 
tinue civil Btrife. It is hoped that 
none of the important chiefs will of- 
fer opposition to the plan, but If 
trouble does develop, and action is 
necessary by the American powers, 
the conferees believe they would have 
the support and approval of the civi- 
lian population of Mexico In any step 
which might be taken to assure the 
restoration of peace. 



ITiriTIS STATES Will. CONTINUE 
TO WOHK ALONE IN TRADE 
EI (JUT. 

Washington, AuguBt 10.— The Unit- 
ed States will continue to act alone 
in representations to Great Britain 
regarding neutral trade. It was learn- 
ed last night that negotiations begun 
by the Swedish legation here to se- 
cure American co-operation In pro- 
posed concerted action of neutrals to 
protest against the British ordorB in 
council, in so far as they work hard- 
ship on neutral commerce have 
brought no results. 

The most recent SwedlBh proposal 
contemplated Identical notes of pro- 
teat by neutrals, flat rejection by the 
American State Department having 
niet a previous suggestion for a Jolni 
note. Negotiations are still In 
progress but have failed so far to 
develop a common ground upon 
which action could bo based. 

The Swedish legation has been pres- 
sing its proposal vigorously. The 
first plan, contemplating Joint protest, 
by the Unted States, the Scandinavian 
countries and Holland was rejected on 
the ground that the United States 
could not involve ItBelf in any agree- 
ment that might be interpreted as con- 
tracting 'entaagling (Kuropean alli- 
ances. The new proposal then sub- 
mitted suggested that all neutral na- 
tions whose commerce was suffering 
through the British war measures 
should agree upou a policy and act 
In co-operation, sending identical 
notes to London and generally con 
oentratlng their efforts. 

Negotiations progressed to a point 
where both the Swedish and American 
governments prepared tentative drafti 
of proposals to be sent to Oreat Brit 
The Swedish proposals were 
to the State Departmen 
were found to be unsatisfactory in 
details.

FROM RUSSIANS.

London, August 10.— While the Aus- 
tro-German armies made fresh pro- 
gress today in their campaign against 
the Russians the conflict on the west; 
cm front took new impetus, Sir John 
French, commander of the British ex- 
peditionary force, r*portlnga fierce ar- 
tillery engagement In which British 
and French forces captured trendies 
at Hooge along a front of 1,200 yards. 

The occupation of Praga, reported 
by Berlin, brlngB to a dramatic cli- 
max the first phase of the drive at the 
PollBh capital and the region of east- 
ern Poland of which Warsaw* is the 
dominating center. Praga is essen- 
tially a part of the capital with great 
railway Btations on the roads running 
to Petrograd and Moscow. 

Few details have been received of 
Grand Duke Nicholas' final Btand at 
Uraga, but the Indications are that 
the withdrawal of the Russians be- 
came imperative to escape from the 
German lines gradually drawing to- 
gether in their rear. 

Warsaw is now the apex of a vast 
etter V, the arms of which are the 
river Narew on the north and the Vis- 
tula on the south. The German lines 
spread along these river are contract- 
ing gradually as the armies in the 
north and those in the south approach 
each other. The strip of territory 
iirross which the Russians lhay with- 
draw to safer positions now is hardly 
more than thirty miles across. 

Besides this enveloping movement 
immedintely to the east of Warsaw, 
Berlin reports a steady hammering at 
he great Russian fortresses of Kov- 
no and Lomza, the chief significance 
>1 which is their proximity to the 
Vnes of railway communications to 
Petrograd. Novogeorglovsk is the 
only place west of Warsaw at which 
Russian garrison remains and its 
'all seems imminent. 
The attitude of the Poles towards 
the new German regimo is arousing 
leep Interest as the occupation of 
Warsaw unites for the first time 
hreo branches of the Poles hereto- 
fore divided among Russia, Germany 
ind Austria. Under the Russian re- 
?lme Poland has been a hotbed of dls- 
Drder and it remains to be seen 
vhether control of thlB occupied ter- 
ritory will be as difficult a problem 
Tor Germany as it has been for Rus- 
sia. 

The official report from Berlin char- 
acterized the operations around Hooge 
as "a battle" but Sir John French's 
later report shows them to have been 
another trench fight preceded hy a 
aevere artillery exchange and result- 
ing in th recaptuer by the British of 
nearly a mile of trenches previously 
taken by the Germans. 

This has served to divert public at- 
tention temporarily from the magnl- 
ude of the Oerman sweep in the east- 
ern Held, but operations In the west 
itlll lack general significance. 

The commander of another British 
submarine whose name has not yet 
been disclosed, was reported today to 
have distinguished himself by sinking 
the Turkish battleship Kheyr-Ed-Dln, 
Harbarossa. 



PRESIDENT MAKES ESCAPE 
AFTER HE HELPED AI TOIST8. 



Cornish, August 9.— President Wil- 
son took and automobile ride today, 
and during his trip went to the assist- 
ance of three automobliists whose ma- 
chine had overturned onto them about 
throe miles from his summer home. 
The President was automoblllng with 
Mrs. Francis B. Say re, his daughter, 
and Dr. Cary T. Grayson, his naval 
aide and physician. As the President s 
automobile rounded a curve he and 
Ills companions discovered another 
nachlne overturned at the bottom of 
an embankment. Mr. Wilson "and Dr. 
Grayson hurried to investigate. They 
found Miss IS. A. Swasey, Mrs. Emma 
Hataway and Oi 0. Judd, all of Nor- 
wich, Vt, underneath the automo- 
iille, aud the President heaped to pull 
ihem out. They were badly bruised 
and frightened, but not seriously in- 
jured. 

Those In the overturned automobile 
ltd not rocognle the President and 
did not know who Had helped them 
until later, but they thanked him pro- 
for bis aid.

Washington, AuguBt 9.— Encourag- 
ing reports on conditions in Haiti 
came today from Rear Admiral Caper- 
ton. With American marines and blue- 
jackets controlling the principal 
towns, naval officials administering 
the customs house and revolutionary 
leaders giving assurances of co-opera- 
tion, officials here hope for rapid pro- 
gress toWard restoring a permanent 
native government. 

General Bobo, the northern revolu- 
tionist, has arrived at Port Au Prince, 
renounced his pretensions to executive 
power and ordered his soldiers dis- 
armed and sent home. He has assur- 
ed Admiral Caperton he will co-oper- 
ate in efforts to restore order. Bobo 
it a candidate for the presidency, but 
has agreed to abide by the choice of 
the congress. Similar assurances have 
been given by Bourand, another pres- 
idential aspirant. 

The United States will require that 
complete tranquility prevail before 
any Btep toward seeking an election 
Is taken. 

Secretary Lansing today explained 
the occupation of Haiti's custom 
houses. .'The custom houses are be- 
ing supervised by American author- 
ity," said he. "A state of anarchy ex- 
ists In the country. It is necessary 
that we should see to it that the cus- 
toms revenues do not go where they 
do not belong." 

No decision haB been reached by 
this government as to repheseutatlons 
to be made at Haiti. 

Cape Haltlen, August 9— General 
CacoB, one of the leaders of the recent 
revolutionary movement, has rofusod 
the demand of the American consul 
that his u piers disarm, and this. In 
spite of the request to the same end 
forwarded Cacos by telegraph from 
Dr. Resalvo Bobo, the leader of the 
revolution. CacoB and his men are 
outside of Cape Haitien, and are pre- 
venting the coming of supplies from 
the countryside to the city. Their 
purpose is to starve the population. 

The officer in command of the Amer- 
ican marines on shore has Bent an 
ultimatum to all revolutionary chiefs, 
insisting that the people of Cape Hai- 
tien be permitted to pass freely wher- 
ever they want to. 

The custom house at Cape Haitien 
s open but it is under the administra- 
tion of American officers. 



RILLION BI SHEL CROPS GROWN 
IN ALL CEREALS ARE REPORT- 
ED. 

Washington, August 10.— Three 
billion bushels of corn, one and a half 
billion, bushels of oats, and a billion 
bushels of wheat are In prospect for 
this year's American harvest. Record 
crops 6f rye, white and sweet pota- 
toes, tobacco, rice and hay also are 
predicted for the prosperous farmers, 
who have planted 310,546,000 acres, or 
10,000,000 acres more than last year, 
to their principal products. 

The wheat crop, the greatest ever 
grown in any country, will be worth 
more than $1,000,000,000, while the 
corn crop's value may reach 12,600,- 
000,000. Estimates of the principal 
crops announced by the Department of 
Agriculture based on conditions of 
August 1 show that all crops will be 
greater than last year. Interest cen- 
tered on wheat' and corn. 

Both showed Improvement over July 
conditions though excessive rains and 
cold In the central states interferred 
with threshing. Oats also suffered In 
those states, but in other section the 
improvement more than offset this. 

Corn prospects increased almost 
100.000.000 bushels with the principal 
gains having been Illinois 30,000,000 
bushels; Kansas, 24,000,00 bushels; 
Oklahoma, 26,000,000 bushels; Nebras- 
ka, 16,000.000; Iowa. 14.000,000 bush- 
els, and TexaB, 10,000,000 bushels. 

Kansas showed a loss of 12,000,000 
bushels In winter wheat; Oklahoma. 
6,000,000; Nebraska 4.000,000, and 
Missouri 3.000,000 while Ohio and In- 
diana showed au increase of 3,000,000 
bushels each. 

While potatoes promise to exceed 
their former production by 103,000,000 
bushelB, and sweet potatoes by 4,000,- 
000 hush, 'is Other increases over rec- 
ord crops indicated include, tobacco,, 
28,000.000 pounds; flax 4.200,000 bush- 
els; hay 2.400.000 tons and rye 1.300.- 
000 bushels. Corn prospects fell 206.- 
000,000 bushels and oats 16,000,000 
bushels below the records.

The Cou- 
rant publishes today an article from 
aronymous diplomatic Bource urging 
that an Immediate peace might be 
possible, If not easy, and recommend- 
ing that the press of the neutral 
countries undertake the task of "me- 
diation and removing the errors." 

The Dutch anti-war league at a 
meeting last week at The Hague 
adopted a resolution urging the Dutch 
government to call a conference of the 
neutral powers in the interest of 
peace. "The conference to sit until 
the end bf the war for the purpose of 
preparing for and introducing meas- 
ures at the proper time." 

The article In the Courant which 
has attracted wide attention, in Hol- 
land, says in part: 

"Although the prospects of the 
Germanic powerB are now better than 
they ever wore before, they can not 
hope for a settlement by a battle, 
nnd thereforo, wiser counsels may 
prevail. As to the British, it is not 
Impossible that they will ultimately 
listen to the voice of reuson. There 
Is no reason why the opponents 
should suffer conditions that would 
only prolong the war unduly. There 
are increasing signs that international 
hatred is decreasing. In the not too 
distant future the people of Europe 
will know how long the war Is still 
to last."
